Thank you for opportunity to comment on the proposed changes to the Federal Credit Union 
Bylaws. 
  
The one area of concern I see is the proposed change to Article VI, Section 4 regarding the 
requirement to fill a vacant board or committee seat no later than the next regularly scheduled 
meeting. 
  
The current language of “within a reasonable time” leaves much more flexibility to the credit 
union and a better reflection of reality. 
  
Certainly, there could be Associate Directors or other members already identified that have 
expressed an interest in serving as volunteers, if and when there is an opening on the board or 
a committee.  However, in the event that no such individuals have previously been identified, it 
could take longer than 30 days to find someone willing to commit the time necessary to fulfill 
the duties of the vacated position. 
  
If a specific time frame has to be added to the bylaws, my suggestion would be something 
more reasonable such as “within a reasonable time but no later than 120 days after such 
vacancy”.
